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RECEIPTS SHOW 
BIG INCREASE 


Tourists Travel on Canadian 
Roads, Said to Augment 
Passenger Earnings. 


Winnipeg, Aung. 138—The reports 
which have been issued by the Can- 
adian Pacifie anfd Grand Trunk rail- 
ways indicate that the tourist travel 
which has been recorded this season 
has been, up to date, greater than that 
of any other year, So great, indeed, 
has been this increase that the pas- 
senger receipts of the road are said to 
be augmented by at least from fifteen 
to twenty per cent, In the early por- 
tion of the season it was anticipated 
that the travel would be somewhat 
smaller than usual, as with a season 
at least two or three weeks behind 
that of other years, it was felt that 
the travel through the summer would 
be somewhat curtailed, This anticipa- 
tion has been, however, cust away as 
the figures which are already to hand 
not only show that there has been 
no falling off, but that there has been 
one of the most substantial increases 
in the history of the road, 

All the railways operating in Can. 
ada also show that this has been the 
case, Every one of the summer re 
sorts antl vacation points which could 
be reached by the Grand Trunk has 
had an unusually large number of 
visitors, with the exception of the 
Muskoka distriet, where, perhaps, 
there was somewhat of a decrease in 
the number of visitors. 

The western resorts on the C, P, 
R., particularly in the mountains, 
never boasted of a larger quota of 
visitors than this season, The diffi- 
culty of finding accommodation for 
the tourists has been the one problem 
of the hotels, anid even with the extra 
accommodation which was afforded at 
Banff, Luke Louise and the other 
hotels, it was found that the crowd- 
ing was evén greater than ever and 
not always was it that the guests 
could be accommodated, Many of 
the tourists are now traveling east- 
ward after a holiday trip in the moun- 
tains, but the number that are going 
westward is equally great, so that 
there is not the slightest diminishing 
in the number of travelers,

One meeting of the Wall 
street chapel of the Comercial Teie- 
graphers’ union late this afternoon, 
at which it was decided to put a de- 
mand to their employers to-morrow 
for a contract for a minimum weekly 
wage scale of $30. The Wall street 
chapel has about five hundred mem- 
vers, all operating the brokers’ leased 
wires in this and other cities, The 
proposed contract is to ran for one 
year, but no time limit was set for its 
signature 

The other development was an oi- 
fer by M. J. Reagan, state mediator 
of the Department of Labor of the 
State of New York to tend his offices 
to bring about a settlement.

General Superintendent Brooks, of 
the Western Union declared he had 
nothing to arbitrate, and Mr, Nally, 
of the Postal, made practically the

Operators Will Arbitrate, 

Geo, A Hearn, president of the 1o- 
cal union, said that he had told Mr. 
Reagan that the operators were per- 
feetly willing to submit their case to 
“sincere arbitration,” and would read- 
ily appoint a man to act for them if 
the company would do the same. 
Thus far the employers, however, 
have given ne indication that they 
will do so, and they maintain the 
position that, so far as they are con- 
cerned, there is nothing to arbitrate.

BILL MINER HAS 
FRIENDS AMONG PEOPLE 


Guards are Refused Information by Residents ‘in| New, Westmin- 
ster District--Chance of Corralling Escaped Convict Dim- 
minishing—Miner’s Record as Holdsup-man a 
Long;One. also His List of Convictions. 


New Westmpnster, Aug, 13,—Astute 
Kill Miner is still at large, and if the 
predictions of, those familiar with 
his knowledge of the country sur 
rounding the penitentiary from which 
he escaped with his three companions 
prove correct, he will never again go 
behind prison walls, at least not those 
at New Westminsier, 

There is nothing new to. the situa- 
tion excepting theories, The search 
of the penitentiary guards has been 
useless. One remarkable feature, and 
one to which much — significance 
stiould be attached, is the sphinx-like 
Silence of nearly all who are ap- 
proached with the question ag to 
whether “Bill Miner and his compan. 
ions have been seen,” Usually comes 
back the evading answer that “we 
haven’¢ been out of the house,” or 
“some strange looking men were here 
Tuesday, but that's all we know.” 

People seem anything but anxious 
that Bill Miner be captured, gs to 
the three others, they are merely fig- 
ureheads in this battle of freedom or 
captivity. Although freedom to them 
is as dear as to Bill Miner, people 
here do not think so and don’t give a 
tap whether or not they are caught, 
Bill Miner is the hero who claims ali 
the calcium light and in this drama 
of “Bill Miner, the Kacaped Convict,” 
the three companions, Clark, Woode 
and McCluskey, are merely nonenti- 
ties, 

Mav Be in Shelter. 

It is interssting to note the feelings 
of a majority of ‘people, including 
prominent business men, toilers with 
brain and brawn, and women, heads 
of famtiies,” No less than twenty-five 
this morning when asked by officers 
mw they had seen anything of Miner 
replied that they had not, and that if 
they had, they assuredly would not 
tel! the authorities and would aid Bili 
in his flight. 

That's where the sequel of the whole 
affair lies and the feeling ‘ton the out- 
side,” is what is most feared by the 
penitentiary officials engaged in the 
mad, man-hunt. It was openly de- 
elaved that if Bill and his companions 
have not sought shelter in some home 
they will be captured, but the fear is 
that Bill separated from his three 
companions, and went to some home 
where he was taken, and will 
shielded until the excitement wears off 
and he can again go out in the world 
free from the haunting gimres and the 
anxious embrace of the law.

A thorough investigation mad 
about the prison and precincts — re- 
veals the fact that one man—it may 


have been ove of the convicts, but it 
was more probably an outsider—work- 
ed like a Trojan outside the prison t« 
complete the excavation that would 
permit a man to get under the wall 
Pick marks are noticed on the heavy 
beams, and these were undoubtedly 
caused by the work being too desir- 
ons to keep close to the wall. What 
leads tothe belief that it was an out- 
sider, one who was well paid. for the 
job, is that a prisoner when he once 
gets away from prison and again 
sniffs the air ef freedom becomes cow- 
ardly and would not remain there and 
work to help dree companions, Even 
though he would betray those who 
had planned the escape, a prisoner 
would get away as soon as he pos- 
sibly could, so that the generally ac- 
cepted ‘belief is that an outsider work 
ed there and had the excavation made 
several days before the escape occur- 
red, 
Search With Bloodhounds, 

It was an awful might that was 
spent with peiitentiary guards and 
the bloodhound from Vancouver, 
Through thick brash, along the creek, 
up the, ravine and down. steep hills 
on which a false step would have 
meant a plunge to death, It was an 
experience that was both thrilling and 
pathetic, and one whech made you 
feel at its’ conclusion that you pre- 
ferred having your friends remark, 
“There he goes,” instead of saying, 
“Don’t he look natural?” , 

The hound had been primed for the 
ordeal, He was ared for and ear 
essed as tenderly the day before as a 
new-born babe, and was fed only the 
choicest of raw meat, Everything pos- 


sible was done to get ham in right 
shape, and he was “feeling fine,” ac- 
cording to those who had him in 


charge. 

He led the party a merry chase un- 
til away late into the night, and 
guards and newspapermen alike were 
of the opinion after the whole thing 
was over that Miner and his compan- 
ions, if they followed the trail and 
pace set“by the bloodhound, were go 
ing some, 

Some of the officers who have been 
on the hunt are well nigh exhausted.

He even 
doubts if Heaven's streets are paved 
with gold, and, if ever he gets there, 
he will be found to have taken a 
little bottle of acid with him for 
testing purposes. Meanwhile, he i 
prejudiced about the class of people 
that are coming to Canada, He 
doubts their ability to made good fs 
citizens. he questions the advises.

FOR CITY CABS 


By-law Imposing License Fees 
and Making Tariff for use 
in City. 


The new bylaw with reference to the 
licensing and fixing a tari€’ for hacks, 
busses and other vehicles used in 
the city has been prepared and will 
likely be submitted at next meeting 
of the council 

The bylaw 
person having an omnibus, 
automobile or other vehicle 
earriage of passengers for a 
charge, shall pay a license fee 
per yeer for each such omnibus, $10 
per year for every other carriage car- 
rying more than five grown persons 
and $8 per year for every vehicle 
carrying less than five grown per- 

This, however, will not apply 
hicles used only on public, Do- 
minion, Provincial or Civie holidays 
or on the days of the annual fair. 

The following are the tates speci- 
fied to be charged by all licensed 
vehicles :— 

From any one point to another ly- 
ing between the C. P. R.. station. 
Strathcona, on the south, the C. N, 
R. station, Edmonton, on the north; 
Sixth street, Edmonton, on the west;

monton, on the east.

Over one hour the charges shall be 
proportionate to the rate for one hour, 
All fares between midnight and 6 a. 
m. to be \louble. 

No fare shall be charged for a child 
under eight years of age in charge of 
an adult, For children over eight 
and under twelve, half fare, For 
children over 12 ‘years, full fare, 

When charges exceed the rate 
1) minutes no charge is to be 
for hand baggage, 

The bylaw also provildes that a leg- 
ible copy of the tariff shall be posted 
up in every cab and that no driver 
shall remain with his vehicle execpt 
in the regularly designated cabstands 
of the city,
